Young Joseph Fallaize Killed in 
Accident, 


While Riding With His Father and 
New York Man Buggy Is Struck 
by College Park Car and 
Death of Boy Results. 

Particulars. 


As the result of a collision between a 
buggy and a trolley car of the College 
Park line, at the corner of Whitehall and 
Hood streets, yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock, Joseph Fallalze, aged 4 years, of 
20 Orange street, has died of a dislocated 
neck, and his father, J. B. Fallaize, is in 
the care of a physician at his home. The 
father is bruised, but not W in- 
jured. 

The young boy, having remained in con- 
vulsions from the tima of the accident 
until. his death, eared last night at § 

o'clock. 

Directly after the accident it was ascer- 
tained that there was no hope of saving 
the life of the young boy, and the physi- 
cians could do little more than alleviate 
his sufferings. 

J. B. Fallaize is in charge of the lace 
department at the dry goods store of M. 
Rich & Bros.’ company, and is well known 
in Atlanta. 


The funeral services over the body of 
young Joseph Fallaize will be conducted 
Tuesday morning at 10:30 o' clock in the 
Church of the Incarnation, in West End. 


Horse Became Unruly. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. D. Hughes, of 
New York, a friend, called for the elder 
Fallaize in a buggy for the purpose of 
taking him on a drive. It was decided to 
take little Joe Fallaize. Mr. Fallaize, Mr. 
Hughes and the boy, in the buggy, had 
just turned into Whitehall street when 
the horse began balking, evidently dis- 
king the appearance of a post on the 
sidewalk. He backed. the buggy over the 
street car stracks and refused to stir. 
. Trolley, car No. I of, the College. Park | 
Une, in charge of Moterman J. W. Brace- 
well. was coming up Whitehall street, 
golrig in the direction of East Point, but 
at the time the buggy was first backed 
across the car tracks is said to have been 


“Before the car was within hailing dis- 
tance,” sala Mr. Hughes last night in 
telling of the accident, “I became ap- 
prehensive and waved my hand. The 
car continued approaching. The motor- 
man must have seen us plainly for a 
block and a half at least. because there 
was nothing to obstruct his view. 
“He bore rapidly down upon us and I 
again signaled him to stop. The car 
ought to have been stopped. There was 
no reason why it could not have been. 
There was plenty of time.” : 
| Effort To Remove Buggy. 
Whilethe car was approaching, it seems, 
Mr. Hughes was making an effort to 
get the buggy from the track. No at- 
tempt was made to leave the buggy, be- 
cause it was believed the motorman would 
stop his car before striking it. The horse 
had moved a few feet while the car was 
approaching and when the crash came 
only the rear wheel of the buggy was 
upon the track. ~— 
The shock of the collision threw the 
two men and the young boy from the 
buggy. Mr. Hughes was unhurt. Mr. 
Fallaize was badly bruised, but 
was able to take care of himself, 
while the boy, having evidently fallen 
upon nis head, had broken his neck and 
went into convulsions almost immedi- 
ately. 
Dr. W. C. Robinson, who resides. near 
the scene of the accident, hurried to the 
assistance of the boy, and had him taken 
to his home, whith was only a few blocks 
away. There he remained in convulsions 
until the hour of his death.

IN CRASHING OF 
UHURCH FLOOR 


Serious cient at Negro! ESTIMATE Uf SITUATION 


Church While Wedding Was 
Taking Place 


EGHT OF INJURED 
TAKEN 10 HOSPITAL 


Screams of Panic-Stricken Negroes 
Heard Blocks Away—Preacher 
* Among Those at Hospital. 
Couple Only Half Mar- 
ried—Baby Lost. 


While a marriage ceremony was ve:ng 
performed at a negro church on Alex- 
ander, near Orme street, last night ac 
9:30 o'clock, the floor of tne building gave 
way and two hundred people were pre- 
cipitated to the ground 15 feet below. 
Amid screams and cries of agony che 
human mass plunged downward with the 
wreckage, and immediately there was a 
wild panic as the men, women and 
children tried to scrambie out. 

About fifty people were injured, but not. 
more than eight were hurt bad enough 
to be taken to the Grady hospital. Bota 
ambulances were kept busy fur two houis 
hauling the wounded from the scene of 
the disaster. 

The police hurried to the scene and 
Chief Ball was on hand with a squad 
of men to assist the physicians and hein 
quiet the penic-stricken negroes. 

The, preacher. Rev. H. C. Dennis, was 

: the injured, and he was taken to 
thé 18 let where several severe wounds 
about the head were dressed. 

Neither the bride nor groom was ca 
jured. They were only half married when 
the accident occurred, and they wii! have 
to be married over again. 

The church is built over a deep ravine, 
and while the front is on a leve: with 
Alexander street, the rear is 15 feet from 
the ground. } 

The floor was built of light nsaterial. 
Upon it were two hundred people, and it 
could not bear the weight. The admoni- 
tion there was of the crash was a creak- 
ing and groaning and the congregation 
thought an earthquake had struck the 
church. In another moment the entire 
floor went down with a ceafening noise. 
The screams of the negroes were heard 
for several blocks around. They scram-. 
bled from beneath the debris and went 
frem uncer the church into the ravine in 
the rear. 

The police found a large number of 
injured negroes and eight were so badly 
hurt that they had to be removed to 
the hospital. Among those hurt were: 
Rev. Dennis, Henry Dawson, of the 
rear of 52 Spring street; Jake Tignor, 135 
Orme street; Willie Bailey, Clifford 
street; Minnie Jackson, 105 Alexander | 
strect; Katie Jackson, same place; Sal- 
lie Chapman, Powell street; Laney Je- 
ter, 95 Alexander street. 

These were those who were more seri- 
ously hurt. 

The bride and groom were Lula Brown 
and George Lucas. 

After the accident a woman lost her 
baby and she wept and cried out that 
her child was in the debris. Chief Ball 
and his mon searched the ruins with a 
lantern, but found no baby.

Cineinnati, April 5.—The local elections 
throughout Ohio tomorrow will be espe- 
cially important because of the new 
municipal code enacted recently by the 
legislature, which reorganizes every mu- 
nicipality. There will be no officers 
holding over, and for this reason the 
party advantages secured will be greater 
than heretofore at April elections. With 
more at stake than before the party 
Organizers have been unusually active 
and many charges of fraudulent registra- 
tion have been made. Several hundred 
warrants were prepared in Cincinnati 
today for service tomorrow. It is charged 
that more than a thousand false regis- 
trations have been made in a _ single 
ward.

Ingalls, in Cincinnati, and 
Johnson, in Cleveland, are credited with 
being candidates this year for the demo- 
cratic nomlua tion for governor as well 
as the mayoralty of their respective 
cities and next year for the presidency. 
The election tomorrow also will be 
watched closely on account of its bear- 
ing on the candidacy of Myron T. Her- 
rick, of Cleveland, for the republican 
nomination for governor, and the reelec- 
tion of Senatcr Hanna. The legislature 
selected next November will elect Sena- 
tor Hanna's successor, and the control 
of the municipalities is considered of 
importance in the coming state election.

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LORD’S SUPPER IS OBSERVED 


Cumberland Presbyterian Sacrament 
Celebrated at Morning 
Service. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Supper 
was administered yesterday morning at 


the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
service. Rev. George H. Mack, the pas- 
tor, preached from the following text, 
Matthew xxvi, 26-28: This is My body, 
this is My blood.“ 

Rev. Mr. Mack said in substance: 

“The sacrament which we celebrate as 
the Lord's Supper was instituted in con- 
nection with the eating of the Passover 
Supper. The order of this meal com- 
memoratilve of the exodus from Egypt 
was this: First the blessing, the drinking 
of the first. cup of wine, and washing of 
hands. Then the eating of the bitter 
herbs, the explanation of the cause of 
the feast, singing the first part of the 
Hallel and drinking the second cup. This 
was followed by the eating of lamb and 
the unleavened bread, the drinking of the 
third cup, the singing of the second part 
of the Hallel, ang the fourth cup. 

“On this occasion, after the departure 
of Judas, the Lord takes of the unleav- 
ened bread and using the third cup He 
institutes His supper. He says, ‘This is 
My body, this is My blood.’ Not the real 
body, as some hold, nor the presence of 
the body in the real elements’, as others: 
but symbolizing the spiritual truth of 
His sacrifice of body and life for us. 

“In breaking the bread and pouring 
the wine He symbolized the breaking of 
body and the shedding of blood on Cal- 
vary. It was a complete sacrifice. In 
His giving it to the disciples He showed 
that it was for them that it had in it 
the atonement. 


We may not know, we cannot tell 
What pains He had to bear; 
But we believe it was for us 
He hung and suffered there. 


He died that we might be forgiven, 
He died to make us good; 

That we might go at last to heaven, 
Saved by His precious blood.’ 


“But the breaking and the giving could 
be nothing unless those to whom He 
offers it shall partake. His death on 
Calvary has nothing for you or for me 
unless by faith We appropriate 1d to our- 
Selves. And that is what we must do. 
And when He with such agony has made 
the sacrifice, and with such love offers 
it to us, how can we expect further mer- 
cy if we refuse it?’

Elbert Head To 
Go Through the Court 
Mill. 


Americus, Ga-, April 6.—(Special.)—A 
jegal fight which promises to be most 
interesting will be started ‘tomorrow in 
the court of ordinary here in an attempt 
we set aside the will of Etbert Head, a 
former wealthy and respected colored 
citizen of Americus. 

Head, at his death, bequeathed his en- 
tire property to Catherine Head, a niece 
by marriage, evidently believing that he 
had no blood relations. 

Now, after a lapse of a dozen years, 
there comes an unexpected heir in the 
person of Evelyn Bradbury, of Troy, Ala. 
who alleges that she is the own niece of 
Head, his sister’s only child, and that 
ahe, therefore, is heir to the estate. 

This is worth probably $30,000 or $40,000, 
and consists of nearly a hundred small 
houses and lots here, which are rented 
to negroes. The property is now owned 

dy Joseph Dismuke, a colored lawyer, 
and who married Catherine Head, now 
deceased. 

Eminent legal counsel is employed on 
either side, and a hot fight for the Head 
estate is going to de made in the courts. 

Elbert Head was formerly a slave, who 
worked hard, bought his freedom from 
his master, Dr. B. J. Head, and after- 
wards amassed a snug fortune. He was 
a republican politiclan, and in the last 
memorable campaign of President Grant 
for the nomination Head stuck to the 
general to the finish, end was awarded 
one of the medals of honor bestowed by 
Grant upon his faithful adherents in the 
convention. 

Until his death Elbert Head kept the 
suit of clothes he wore on the day he 
bought his freedom from his m§ster, and 
upon each recurring emancipation day it 
was his custom to don this old white 
cotton suit and go on dress parade 
among his friends here. He was highly 
respected as @ good, useful apd humble 
colored citizen of Americus.

‘arge measure, adjusted itself to tt.e iow- 
be level of silver and were the railways 
rélieved by the adoption of some sound 
measure of stabilization of the peso tnere 
would be no upsound spot in the coun- 
try’s growing prosperity. The railway 
situation must continue serizus untl. a 
measure of relief adequate to their criti- 
cal condition comes. The roads are doing 
a heavy business and are ordering neu 
equipment, but are in the strict fact 
doing business at a loss. They cannot go 
on in this way unless helped by higher 
rates such as would put them on the 
level of all who buy and sell in this 
country. The railways stand apart from 
the general current of prosperity, giving 
their services for a wholly inadequate 
compensation. 

General Alger, United States senator 
from Michigan, is one of a group of 
wealthy men in that state who have be- 
come interested in Mexican investments. 
They propose to invest largely in lands 
on the isthmus of Tehuantepec.

this week. Sims may waive the pre- 
amount of bond would be fixed pending 
liminary hearing, in which event, the 
action by the grand jury. The amount of 
the bond would rest with the commis- 
sioner and in such a case as this would 
naturally be quite a large one. 

There are two charges against Sims— 
embezzlement and forgery. The embez- 
zlement charge comes under section 5,209 
of the reviseg stautes of the United States, 
which specifically prescribes the punish- 
ment for embezzlement from a national 
bank. The crime is made a misdemeanor, 
which simply means that conviction un- 
der it does not destroy rights of citizen- 
ship, but the punishment is not less than 
five nor more than ten years’ confinement 
in the penitentiary at hard labor. 

There is no section of the revised 
Statutes covering the forgery charge in 
connection with a national bank, and, as 
in all similar cases, the state law ap- 
plies. Forgery, under the Georgia law, 
is a felony, and is punishable, by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary from 1 to 
20 years, in the discrétion of the court. 
Several counts on the forgery charge can 
be made out in this case, it is stated 

No Trouble Is Anticipated. 

The officials of the Capital City Bank 
took a rest yesterday after their hard 
work of Saturday.

The sultan informed them that in the 
event of the failure’ of the pacificatory 
mission that he had dispatched to Al- 
bania, he would take measufes for the 
military occupation ot the disturbed re- 
gion. 

The Daily Mail's correspondent at VI 
enna asserts that Austria has mobilized 
her agram, Sarajevo and Temesvar army 
corps in readiness to occupy Mitrovitza 
should such a measure become necessary. 
The correspondent further affirms that a 
dangerous agitation exists among the 
Mohammedan population of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, which is secretly arming 
itself in spite of all official precautions 
with the intention, it is feared, of emi- 
grating into old Servia to swell the ranks 
of the insurgent Albanians. 

A telegrame from Belgrade reports that 
rioting has taken place there as the out- 
come of a demonstration against an ob- 
jectionable police regulation, and many 
persons ‘were wounded in the course of 
the disorders. 
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OBJECTION TO CANAL TREATY. 


Political Situation in Colombia Be- 
coming More Complicated. 

Kingston, Jamaica, April 5.—The Royal 
Mail Company’s steamer Atratö, which 
arrived here today from Colon and Car- 
tagena, brings the report that consider- 
able opposition is developing to the Pan- 
ama canal treaty in almost every de- 
partment of Colombia, except Panama. 
It is believed that the majority in con- 
gress will favor the treaty, but there are 
fears that trouble wil arise, because the 
political situation in Colombia is becom- 
ing more complicated, and the president 
is surrounded with uncertainty.

Death of ‘Tom Allen, an Old-Time 
Pugilist. | 

St. Louis, April 5.—Tom Allen, retired 
heavy-weight champion pugilist of the 
world, who for the past twenty-five years 
has conducted a small saloon here, died 
today from general debility. He was 
born in Birmingham, England, April 23, 
1839. 

Allen won his laurels in the days of 
bare-fist fighting, and bore the title of 
being the only pugilist who lost the 
world’s championship, regained it and re- 
tired with it. He lost the championship 
to Jem Mace, May 10, 1870, and regained 
the title by defeating Mike McCool, Sep- 
tember 23, 1873.

In @ 
protest against General Grant's criticisms 
which has been sent the president by 
representatives of the citizens of the 
town, the genera] is roundly scored, This 
protest was prepared by District Attor- 
ney James F. Moran, who, it seems, is 
also chairman of the republican commit- 
tee of his county. A non-commissioned 
officer in a regiment staiioned at Fort 
Clark was recently tried by a military 
-ourt on the charge, among other thiags, 
of drinking with an enlisted man of his 
sommand. The officer was acquitted by 
the military court, but General Grant, 
as reviewing officer, took exception to 
the findings and also took occasion to 
riticise severely the conditions at Brack- 
ettville. 

In his protest against this criticism 
dent to the president, Mr. Moran says: 

“Phe publication is as unwarranted as 
che attack, and the accusations are un- 
jupported by the actual facts. The re- 
viewing officer admits departing from ene 
evidence in the case and resorting to the 
general notoriety to support asser lions 
that do not now, and in fact never did, 
exist. His source of information must 
certainly be supplied in the «sme manner 
n which he is now supplying it for others. 
[ refute every accusation made in this 
charge against this community, and deny 
all of its allegations. There are saioons 
here. it is true: there is also gambling 
going on; possibly there are lewd women 
to those who know how to find them. 
What town in the United States is wholly 
without either? All of said evil cxists 
under the very shadow of the capi.ol. 
In twenty years one man has been n- 
dicted for buying soldiers’ clothes, and 
not in all this time has any one ever 
been accused of buying government pro- 
erty. The facts of this particular case 
show on their face that the assertion that 
90 per cent of the court martials and 
dishonorable discharges could be traced 
to the pernicious influences of the vie 
resorts of Brackettville,’ is not t:ue, and 
it is the tyranny practiced by petty 
officers in courtmartialing a soldier for 
taking a drink of liquor that has been 
the prime cause. The justness of the de- 
cision of Major Kendall in passing upon 
the facts of the case before him stands 
out in marked contrast to the tirade of 
the reviewing officer in departing from 
the case to wantonly vilify an unoffend- 
ing community. 

“This little town is probab'y no better.

gent officer, from a fortified position, to 
attack it in this manner.

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Union Here of Great Railroad 
Systems Means Much for 
Atlanta. 


The coming to Atlanta of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville rallroad, the plans for 


which win be completed in the course of 


i the 


mest few months, not later, it fs 
believed, than January 1, 1904, is the 
Lene subject of discussion among 
railroad men who look upon it as the 
opening ot a new era in the history of 
railroad traffic in this section. 

The purchase of more than half a block 
of central property, wounded by Wash- 
ington street, Waverly place and Cen- 
tral avenue, upon which extensive freight 
terminals will be erected, is said to be 
by no means all that this system pro- 
peses to do. It is expected to increase 
the extent of the yards of the Georgia 
railroad, which will be largely used by 
the Louisville and Nashville, to build ex- 
tensive repair shops and to put in other 
improvements such as are needed at cen- 
tral points by great railway systems. 
These plans, it is understood, are being 
developed now and are all a part of 
the general scheme by which Atianta will 
become one of the central points of the 
Atlantic Ceast Iine and the Louisville 
and Nashville systems. 

The Atlantic Coast Line, as has re- 
cently come to light, owns a majority of 
the stock of the Louisville and Nashville, 
through which fact it controls practical- 
ly the entire situation, since the Louis- 
ville and Nashville not only owns the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, but 
owns a majority of the stock of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
which owns the lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and that lease has sev- 
enteen years yet to sun. Through their 
joint lease of the Georgia railroad the 
Coast Line will establish a connection 
with the Louisville and Nashville in At- 
lanta, and thus will be brought together 
a gigantic system that reaches from 
New Orleans, Memphis, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati on the west, to Washington, 
Richmond, Charleston and Savannah on 
the east, and to Jacksonville, Tampa and 
Pensacola to the south. 

The Commercial Center. 

Any map win show that Atlanta is 
practically the geographical center of 
these great railroad systems, and in the 
near future will, no doubt, be their great 
commercial oenter. It is believed that 
the freight terminals and other facilities 
which the Louisville and Nashville will 
acquire in this city will be the 
equal of any which these lines 
have anywhere within their territory. 
What this means to Atlanta’s develop- 
ment and importance as the result of 
their coming may readily be surmised. 

The announcement of the fact that the 
Georgia rallroad. and along with it the 
Western and Atlantic, the Seaboard Air 
Line and the Loulsville and Nashville, 
would not enter the new union passen- 
ger depot, has caused some surprise not 
alone in rallroad circles, but elsewhere 
among the general public. It seems to 
have been taken for granted that all the 
roads entering the city would make use 
of the new passenger station as @ mat- 
ter of convenience in handling the trav- 
eling public. Now, however, t is prac- 
tically settled that only the Southern, 
the Central of Georgia and the Atlanta 
and West Point will use the new station, 
white the other roads named will con- 
tinue to use the present station, which is 
in part the state’s property. Thus At- 
lanta will have two passenger stations, 
and, perhaps, a depot prohlem for some 
time to come. 

The Louisville and Nashville will nec- 
essarily reach its new terminal property 
through the center of the city for some 


time ta come, just as transfers of cars 


are now made from one side of,the city 
to the other through the presint pas- 
senger station. There has been talk of 
a@ belt line for this purpose, and it may 
be that this will come in the future, 
either by construction or by traffic ar- 
rangement with other lines which al- 
ready have these facilities. 

The railroads of Atlanta have been 
rather crowded for some time for freight 
terminal facilities and it would nut have 
been possibie for the Louisville and Nash- 
ville to have made arrangements to share 
the freight terminais of any of its allies. 
The Western and Atlantic some time ago 
did away with its freight depot to make 
room for the necessary yards which even 
now are at times congested, and it is a 
tenant of the Seaboard Air Line’s freight 
depot. Likewise the Georgia rallroad’s 
freight depot is barely equal to the de- 
mands upon it. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville needed extensive terminals here for 
the business it proposes to handle, and 
there was but one way to get them—buy 
a site and build.

Some Domestic Trade Figures. 
The domestic trade movement in Feb- 
ruary, as shown dy the figures just pub- 
lished by the treasury department, re- 
veals a general improvement over condi- 
tions at the corresponding date last year. 
A decided advance is shown in the mtve- 
ments in live stock, corn, wheat aad flour 
and in the traffic on the Great Lakes. 
With regard to southern industrics it is 
shown that in the southern territory port 
receipts of cotton to the end of February 
this year amounted to 6,599,839 baier, in 
contrast with 6,468,416 bales last season 
and 5,865,063 bales in the preceding season. 
The overland movement is credited with 
847,857 bales this season, 877,477 bales las 
season, and 892,927 bales in the preceding 
season. Southern mill takings, net, were 
3,190,500 bales this season, compared with 
1,(€2,228 bales last season, and 872,613 
bales in the preceding season. Port re- 
cetpts and southern mill takings appear 
to constitute a growing proportion of tho 
cotton crop, while overland receipts show 
a tendency to reduction in favor of local 
demands and shipments by water.

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WELL written and an inicrestmg 

article on “The Old and the New in 

Southern Education,” by Dr. David 
E. Cloyd, school visitor for the general 
education board, in the current number 
of The Review of Reviews, takes the 
school systems of two prominent Georgia 
, counties—Bibb and Hancock—as concrete 
examples, and deals with the subject in 
accordance with the facts which they 
furnish. . 

In opening the article the editor makes 
the significant statement that the time 
will come when rural education even in 
New England will have to go to North 
Carolina and Georgia for lessons in pro- 
moting the welfare of country neighbor- 
hoods. This is what the editor says as 
introductory to Dr. Cloyd’s article: 

“One hears much about backward con- 
ditions and new progressive tendencies 
in southern education. Most readers can 
best understand a subject of that kind 
when it is presented, with due analysis 
and description, in a concrete study of 
some locality. Readers of all sections 
north, east, south, and west--who really 
Are to know about the southern school 
movement will find this article by Mr 
Cloyd well worth careful reading. Topics 
like those suggested in this article will, 
for the most part, make up the pro- 
framme of the great conference on 
southern education” to be held at Rich- 
mond, Va., toward the end of the present 
month. Mr. Cloyd's careful study of two 
Georgia counties further illustrates the 
methods of inquiry pursued by the gen- 
eral education board and its ally, the 
southern education board. We predict 
that the time will come when rura: edu- 
cation in New England, New York, Penr- 
svyivania, and some parts of the west will 
have to go to North Carolina and Geor- 
gia to find out the best way to make ti 
district schools promote the welfare of 
country neighborhoods.“ 

Dr. Cloyd takes the Bibb county schools, 
of which Professor Jere M. Pound is at 
the head, as representing the better con- 
ditions of the public schools, which are 
the result of a long term of organization 
and administration under the power of 
local taxation and efficient supervision.“ 

On the other hand, Dr. Cloyd says: 

Hancock county represents two things: 
First, the backward conditions of the 
public schools, which are due largely to 
the lack of sufficient funds and to in- 
edequate supervision; second, the great 
awakening in education, and the direction 
in which improvements are being made.” 

Professor M. L. Duggan is the super- 
intendent of the Hancock county schuois. 

Progress Being Made. 

Dr. Cloyd then proceeds to take the 
facts and statistics from these two school 
systems, after giving brief histories of 
them, and compare them, showing the 
progress that is being made, and the im- 
provements that are cuntempiated. The 
article is profusely illustrated with pi-- 
tures of school houses of the old type, 
and the new attractive and comfortable 
buildings that have taken their piace. 
Dr. Cloyd says: 

The percentage of attendance makes a 
decided showing in favor of Bibo coun- 
ty. It is 79 per cent for the whites aud 
1 per cent for the negroes in Bibb, and 
68 per cent for the whites and 57 per cent 
for the negroes in Hancock, while for the 
entire state it is 61 per cent. In connec- 
tion with the percentage of attendance in 
Fabb county it must be stated that dur- 
ing the year 1901-1902, for which these 
Statistics are taken, scarlet fever and 
smallpox prevailed throughout a great 
part of the year, and, consequently, re- 
duced the attendance very materially. 
In the light of all these facts and condi- 
tions, one must reach the conclusion that 
the schocl system of Bibb county has a 
stronger hold on her children than the 
school] system of Hancock county has on 
her children. 

In Bibb county, the minimum salary 
for white teachers is $40, and for negroes 
$30, while in Hancock county the mini- 
mum is $25 for whitea and $14 for negroes. 
And the maximum salary in Bibb is $130 
for whites and $55 for negrocs; while in 
Hancock the corresponding salaries are 
$100 and $4, This great difference in 
salaries makes it possible for Bibb coun- 
ty to employ much better teachers, anu 
to keep them for a much longer term of 
years, than Hancock county can do. In 
fact, the average term of service of Bibb 
county teachers is about seven and turoe- 
tenths years, while that of the Hancock 
county teachers is only about three years. 
Also this is true—83 per cent of the Bibo 
county teachers have never taught else- 
where, while there are but 4 per cent 
of the Hancock county teachers who 
have never taught elsewhere. In other 
words, there are 31 per cent more trav- 
eling teachers“ in Hancock county than 
in Bibb county, And the table shows tnat 
in Bibb county d per cent of the white 
teacherg and 67 per cent of the negro 
teachers are college graduates, and that 
in Hancock county the corresponding per- 
centages are only A and 12. Also, in Gibb 
county, 69 per cent of the white teachers 
and 61 per cent of the negroes are nor- 
mal graduates, while in Hancock county 
only UI per cent of the whites and none 
of the negroes are normal graduates. In 
Bibb county, 100 per cent of the white 
teachers hold first-grade or lifs certif- 
cates, and 100 per cent of the negroes hold 
second-grade certificates, Many of the 
negroes could pass the examinatiop for 
first-grade certificates, but they are not 
required to do so. No third-grade certifi- 
cates aré iiasued in Hibb county. in 
Hancock county, only 60 per cent of the 
white teachers and 9.5 per cent oi the 
negroes hold first-grade certificates; and 
2.3 per cent of the white teachers and 3 
per cent of the negroes hold third-grade 
certificates. Certainly, a much higher 


} grade of work is being done in the schovls 


of Bibb county, where a vastly larger 
percentage of college and norms! grad- 
uates are employed, and where the term 
of service is practically for Ute. The 
two things that make these facts ard 
conditions possilde are the exercise of the 
power of local taxation and efficient 
school supervision.“ 

The statistics of illiteracy and the as- 
sessed valuations of property in these 
countlég are extensively discussed. Dr. 
Cloyd then proceeds to show how a thoz 
ough and proficient common school sys- 
tem has an effect for the greatest good 
on higher education. He then leads up 
to the important question of local taxa- 
tion for school purposes, on which he 
says: 

“Both of these counties receive the 
same apportionment, per capita, from the 
state school fund. But Bibb county has 
a 2 1-2 mills local tax, while Hancock 
county has no local tax except in the 
Sparta high school district, where the 
rate is 5 mills and the school term ten 
months. The 2 1-2 mills in Bibb county 
runs the schools nine months with the 

mt results given above; 3 mills 
would do the same for Hancock county. 
But the present state constitution makes 
local taxation practically impossible,’ 

Having shown the backward conditions 
that prevail in Hancock county, Dr. 
Cloyd next takes up the question of how, 
in that county, one earnest and devoted 


houses, The following 

Mount Zion school—a rural school 7 miles 
from the nearest railroad station—is a 
beautiful Mustratlon of what is going on, 
not only m Hancock county, 

but throughout the southiand, wherever 
there is a real rat the head of the 
school system. 

“The old Mount Zion building shown 
in the Ulustration was used as a country 
store before the war, and later it did 
service as a ted negro cabin. 
When it had ceased to be fit for either, 
it was then consecrated to the use of 
the community school, which purpose it 
served til] 1901. For more than a year 
the superintendent of schools struggled 
with this community to awaken sufficient 
interest to build a new house, but he 
was defeated by the blind determination 
of each man to have the building near 
to his own door. Finally, the county 
board of education, looking only to ‘the 
greatest good to the greatest number, 
and irrespective of the wishes of any 
individual, selected a central location and 
proposed to the community to furnish 
the material if the patrons would haul 
it and build the houge. The proposition 
was accepted, and by the outlay of $200 
by the board and $200 in labor by the 
patrons the building was soon completed 
and ready for use, It is well lighted and 
well furnished, and is comfortable in 
every respect. This house, with slight 
modifications, represents the grade of 
buildings that are being constructed 

the county. 
that came with the 
new building brought also a desire for 
beautiful grounds and a school garden. 
The superintendent, with his character- 
istic initiative, secured from the county 
grand jury a recmmendation that ‘when- 
ever the road gang were working the 
public roads in the nelghborhood of a 
public school, they should be allowed to 
work the school grounds under the di- 
rection of the county school superintend- 
ent.“ 

The fact that the general education 
board gave assistance to the Hancock 
county schools has already been pre- 
sented in The Constitution. Professor 
Duggan went around over the county and 
secured subscriptions amounting to sev 
eral thousand dollars, and the general 
education board supplemented this with 
an equal amount, through which aid the 
schools of Hancock county have been 
able to keep open for nine months of the 
year. 7 

„The agreement between the superin- 
tendent and the general education board 
obligates both parties to continue this 
work for a period of three years,” Dr. 
Cloyd says. This is the bridging of the 
ehasm from no taxation to local taxa- 
tion, from poor schools to good schools; 
and the construction material used in the 
bridge is an earnest, self-sacrificing 
school superintendent, an enlightened 
public sentiment, the people’s own hands 
and their own money, and, lastly, a 
little aid from the general education 
board. The people pledge themselves 
to work for an amendment to the state 
constitution which will make it possible, 
by the expiration of three years, to se- 
cure local taxation for school purposes. 
This same kind of work is being done 
in a few other counties in the south. 
During these years of waiting why should 
the state not appropriate a few thousand 
dollars to be used in aiding counties on 
some such basis as the above agreement 
with the general education board?” 

In conclusion, Dr. Cloyd says: 
“Not satisfied merely with 
school-houses and lengthening school 
terms. the superintendent begins plans 
for the introduction of manual training 
into every school of the county. He is 
confronted with the fact that his teach- 
ers are not prepared to do such work. 
Here he might have asked the question 
and then rested, “Why do colleges and 
normal schools never look far enough into 
ime future to prepare teachers for what 
is to be, but eternally lag behind public 
sentiment?’ But he didn’t do this. He 
planned to establish, at Sparta, a manual 
training school ag an organic part of the 
county system, and to be used as a cen- 
‘ral training-school for the teachers of 
the entire county, oh a plan somewhat 
similar to that in operation in Bibb 
county. This school will be in session 
cne month before and one month after the 
rural school term, and also on Satur- 
days during the term, and the teachers 
will be required to attend tin they are 
competent to teach such work in their 
own schools. The manual-training 
teacher is to accompany the superintend- 
ent on his visits to the rural schools, and 
will in this way supervise the industrial 

work throughout the country.

Battle Between Government Troops 
and Insurgents at Pajarito, in 
Which the Latter Were De- 
feated—Rebels on to 


Santo Domingo. 


1—At 9 o'clock this morning the gov- 
ernment troops outside the city attacked 
the insurgents in the suburb of Pajarito. 
The most severe engagement since the 
rebellion broke out ensued, and the in- 
surgents were driven back to this city. 
The artillery from the fort covered the 
insurgents’ retreat. | General Vasquez, 
at the head of a force reported to he 
eight hundred strong, is about to march 
on the city. The rebels are disposed 
to fight to the last, and it is supposed 
that if they are compelled to abandon 
the city they will embark on the gunboat 
Independencia, which is in their power, 
and go to the northern part of the island 
and join the rebels there. 

The United States crulger Atlanta has 
landed fifty marines to protect the Ameri- 
can consulate. 

April 2.—No engagement has taken 
place this morning between the govern- 
ment troops amd the rebels, but large 
government forces are now marching on 
the town and an attack is momentarily 
expected. The rebels are making great 
preparations for resistance. In yester- 
day’s engegement at Pajarito the con- 
tending forces used firearms and cut- 
lasses. Several persons were killed in- 
side the city by stray shots. The gov- 
crnment gunboat Presidente bombarded 
the town last night and one shell fell 
inside the yard of the German consu- 
late, but did not explode. The surgeon 
of the Atlanta assisted in attending to 
the wounded in the Pajarito fight. Many 
of the wounded died for want of timely 
assistance. 

The members of the consular and dip- 
lomatic corps here met today and ar- 
pointed a commission to notify both 
sides that they must observe the rules 
of war, and to demand twenty-four hours’ 
notice before any attack is made on the 
town, in order that the foreign resi- 
dents may go to a place of safety. All 
places of business are closed and the 
situation is extremely critical.

Berlin, April 5.—The more serious as- 
pect assumed by the Macedonian ques- 
tion, together with the continued con- 
cern about the situation on Wall street, 
continued weakness in most departments 
of the boerse last week. The trading in 
government funds was light. The an- 
nouncement regarding the issue of the 
new German 3 per cent loan amounting 
to $72,500,000 with a subscription price of 
82 caused some selling of government 
bonds in order to buy back the new 
issue, which is slightly cheaper. Never- 
theless, the existing 3 per cents held their 
own because the March interest payments 
liberated money for which investment 
had to be found. 

The boerse reviews still give much at- 
tention to the New York situation, some 
writers asserting that a great lack of 
confidence in the situation on Wall street 
prevails in Germany. The interview 
given by J. P. Morgan regarding the 
financial outlook is discussed in various 
ways. The Frankfurter Zeltung says 
that Mr. oMrgan's optimism is undoubt- 
edly due to his gigantic engagements. 
Therefore he, above all men, is unfitted 
to give an objective judgment on the 
financial situation and prospects. 

Canadian Pacifics showed no develop-

Entire Building, Six Stories and Basement. 
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Presbyterian Hospital To Be 
Moved to Larger Quarers 


All Beds Taken and Patients Being 


Turned Away—Capacity May 
Be Doubled—Trustees Act 
on Matter at Tomor- 
row’s Meeting. |

The quarterly meeting of the board of 
trustees of the Presbyterian hospital will 
be held tomorrow afternoon at 6 o'clock 
in the office of Dr. Marion Hau in the 
Prudential building, at which time the 
board will have before it for considera- 
tion the question of removing the hos 
pital from its present location on Cen- 
tral place to larger and more adequate 
quarters, 

The demands on the institution are said 
to be proving greater than its capacity 
and the proposed change of quarters is 
considered absolutely necessary. It 1s 
understood that it is the purpose of the 
officials to double the capacity of the 
hospital, and if this is done a very large 
building will be necessary. 

The lease on the present building ex- 
pires on July 1 and the removal will 
take place by that time. It is the in- 
tention of the trustees to procure a build- 
ing close in on the north side. Several 
sites are under consideration, but no se- 
lection has yet been made. 

Dr. A. R. Holderby, founder of the in- 
stitution and president of the board of 
trustees, when questioned in reference to 
the matter, said: 

“The present building is entirely inade- 
quate for the needs of the hospital and 
larger quarters are an absolute necessig 
very bed in the institution is now taken 
and patients are being turned away 
every day. It is our @& tention to secure 
a location on the north side, and we 
have several sites under consideration. 
Yhe removal will have to be made by 
July 1, as the lease On the present dulld- 
ing expires on that date.” 

Has Done Great Work. 

A building fund is now in process of 
formation, and it is expected that, with- 
in the near future a handsome and mod- 
ern regular hospital bpilding will be 
erected for the institution. The trustees 
will endeavor to procure the most ad- 
vantageous building possible for the hos- 
pital until this is done. 

The present quarters consist of a three- 
story brick structure, thirty rooms, at 80 
nd & Central place. The hospital will 
have been in operation two years the 
first of next uJly, and it is pronounced a 
juccess: It has done great work for the 
sick and afflicted and an idea of its scope 
is shown -by the fact that since the 
opening a total of 700 patients have been 
treated in the different departments. Of 
this number 76 per cent were charity pa- 
tients. :

From the committee on electric and 
other railways, of which Councilman 
Hvnds is chairman. will come recom- 
mendations to the effect that the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company be ptr- 
mitted to remove tracks from various 
portions of the citv.

Washington, April 5.—(Special.)—A com- 
prehensive system of mapping the areas 
adjacent to the undeveloped water pow- 
ers of Georgia, which will prove to be. 
of great value to manufacturing inter- 
ests, has just been inaugurated. 

Careful surveys will be made of all the 
important streams in the state through- 
out their whole lenth to show the amount 
of the fall and the position of their 
banks and islands; and contour maps of 
possible dam sites, and, finally, topo- 
graphic maps of their drainage basins 
will be prepared. N 

This system of surveys has been under- 
taken by the United States geological sur- 
vey, and Messrs. W. O. Tufts and J. R. 
Eakin have started work, respectively, on 
the Ocmulgee river from near Atlanta 
to Macon, and on the Savannah river 
from Augusta to its head, including the 
Broad, Tallulah, Tugaloo and Chattooga 
tributaries, 

Bronze tablets, set in cement, marked 
to show their exact height above sea lev- 
el, are placed at suitable points, so 
that future construction surveys may 
have definite elevations on which to base 
their work. 

High and low water marks are located. 
Photographs and elaborate notes are kept 
of all rapids and falls, and the nature 
of the river banks and bottoms is ob- 
€erved and recorded, and from this ma- 
serial reports can be prepared showing 
the relative value of the various possible 
dam sites. 

Railroads, public and private roads, 
houses and topographic features of the 
river valleys will be indicated in detail 
on the maps. Eventually these surveys 
will be incorporated in the regular series 
of topographic maps which the United 
States geographical survey is making of 
the whole country. 

Maps of about 25,000 square miles of 
Georgia have already been published and 
have proved to be of great importance in 
the development of the state. With the 
addition of the new information obtained

A SHORT SUMMER SESSION. 


Its Advantages Are Explained by a 
Prominent Member of the 
Legislature. 

Hon. Charles L. Davis, of Meriwether, 
a member of the house of representa- 
tives, is well known as one of the advo- 
cates of a short summer session. In the 
following interesting card he gives his 
views as to why the session of the legig- 
lature this summer should not consume 
more than twenty days: 

Editor Constitution: Having recently 
given the subject of short summer ses- 
sions of the general legislature for 1903 
and 1904 some study, I have reached the 
conclusion that the interests of the state 
win be best attained during these years 
if the legislature will decide to limit these 
two sessions, in the aggregate, to fifty 
days and apportion twenty days for the 
session of 198 and the other thirty days 
for the session of 194. The entire busj- 
ness necessary for the interests of the 
people, as well as such local legislation 
as may be needed, can be transacted 
within the time above mentioned, and 
I will give my ‘reasons for so stat- 
ing: 

The general appropriation and tax bills 
passed at the last session are for two 
years—1903 and 1904— therefore, new ones 
wil] not be necessary until 1904, and it is 
well known that these two measures re- 
quire more time for their consideration, 
both in committees and on the floor of 
the house and senate, legitimately, than 
any other, and as a consequence next 
summer’s session will be relieved of a 
large portion of work which was neces- 
sary last autumn. 

Again, there will be no delay in be- 
ginning work, as the committees are all 
organized and the usual delay of ten to 
fourteen days for the formation and an- 
nouncement of committees by the speak- 
er will not be incurred at ejther of the 
sessions of 1908 or 1904. 

Again, practically all the bills to be 
acted upon at the next session have been 
before committees and reported back to 
the house or senate, read a second time 
and are now on the calendar for final ac- 
tlon. This is the case with the bills per- 
taining to the disposition of the state 
convicts, the question relating to the uni- 
formity of text books, regulating child la- 
bor and all other bills of a general or 
local nature. Consequentiy, matters are 
in such shape that the legislature can im- 
mediattly continue its work from point of 
adjournment last December, and by hav- 


easily finish all of the business necessary 
for the good of the state’s affairs in twen- 
ty days’ time. 

In 1904, with the saving of time at the 
beginning by having committees already 
appointed, there is no reason why all of 
the needed legislation, both general and 
local, cannot be accomplished in thirty 
days, thus bringing the aggregate service 
of the present legislature within the one 
hundred days. as was contemplated by the 
people when they elected this legislature. 
And, furthermore, it will save to the 
state directly not less than $60,000, the 
cost of a session of fifty days. The usual 
cost of a fifty-day session is $70,000, of 
which the mileage is about $10,000, conse- 
quently the saving in this instance would 
be only about $60,000, as the suggestion 
would include mileage at both short ses- 
sions and would be right and necessary. 
In addition, however, to this direct sav- 
ing of $60,000, the state would, in my 
opinion, save more by there being less 
opportunity at these two short sessions to 
carry on to final suess measures provid- 
ing for new appropriations, which the 
state treasury for the next two years 
can ill afford, and not until the past 
due amounts for the school teachers shall 
have been caught up with.

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TO AID COLORED TEACHERS. 
Fund for That Purpose Inereased. 
Money for State Teachers. 

Stats School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
ritt has been notified by Dr. G. R. Glenn, 
acting agent for the Peabody educational 
fund, that Georgia will get $1,200 from 
the Peabody fund this year for the ben- 
efit of colored teachers’ institutes, This 
fund has been $800 heretofore, and the 
increase, which is quite a substantial 
one, is much apprecfated. Several banks 
in different sections of the state have 
notified the state school commissioner 
and the county school boards that they 
will be glad to advance the necessary 
funds to make payments to the school 
teachers of the state in advance of the 
time at which they are usually paid from 
the state treasury. Governor Terrell 
hopes it will be possible to pay the 
teachers’ third month’s salary on the 
present year from the state treasury, 
but this cannot be determined for several 
days. The payment of the second month's 
salary for this year will be completed to- 
day and tomorrow, there being about 
$100,000 yet to be sent out. In case the 
third month can be paid by the state 
it will only be necessary to borrow suffi- 
cient to pay the fourth and fifth months 

until the taxes come in in the fall. 
Checks were sent to some of the coun- 
ties for the second month’s payment 
several weeks ago, but where this was 
done it was because the reports from 
those counties came in promptly. Any 
county sending in a prompt report has 
no trouble in receiving a prompt remit- 
tance.

N gig Gospel Movement Closes. 


Dr. A. R. Holderby Sum- 
marizes Work. 


The twentieth century gospel cam- 
paign, which has been in progress in 
Atlanta for several weeks past, came to 
@ close Friday. 

Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, who was one of the 
active leaders in the great religious 
movement, prefaced his sermon yester- 
Gay morning with a few remarks sum- 
marizing the work of the campaign. He 
brought out a number of interesting 
facts and showed the campaign to have 
been a great success, among other things 
saying: 

“The twentieth century gospel campaign 
meetings have come to a close. In some 
respects these were the most remarkable 
religious services ever held in Atlanta. 
Every evangelical church in the city 
Was represented by both ministers and 
la ymen. 

At the central noon meetings the at- 
tendance was large and the interest in- 
tense. It was an unusual sight to witness 
the people of all denominations eagerly 
flocking to the meetings at the hour of 
noon to hear the old gospel preached. 
Twenty-two services were held at the 
central place of meeting and eighteen 
Or twenty other meetings were held at 
other points in the city. The central 
committee assigned some of the best and 
strongest ministers to the outside work. 
The railroad shops, street railway men, 
police station, Florence Crittenton home, 
cotton mills and factories and some of 
the private schoolg were visited by the 
Various ministers and interesting gospel 
Services held. 

“The ministers and laymen who were 
appointed to speak at the various meet- 
ing represented seven of the evangelical 
denominations, namely, the Episcopal, 
Methodist, Baptist, Congregationalist, 
Presbyteriam. Cumberland Presbyterian 
and the Christian church. These men, 
with one voice and with one accord, 
preached the same old gospel in all of 
its simplicity and power. The cross of 
Christ was the common meeting place of 
this crowd. Never before, perhaps, has 
there been seen in such a meeting such 
harmony and unanimity among men ed- 
ucated in different schools of theology 
and belonging to different denominations. 
More than fifty men, representing various 
churches, were calléd upon to take part 
in these services, and at no time was 
there a word spoken which was not fa- 
vorably received by those who were 
present. 

“Christ Jesus, the King, and the com- 
ing of His kingdom constituted the one 
theme of all the serviees. What are the 
results? some are asking. Eternity alone 
will reveal. Already good has come out 
of them. The people of the various 
churches who did not know each other 
before have been brought into closer and 
sweeter fellowship. 

Those who attended the meetings have 
been quickeried in their Spiritual lives 
and have been strengthened and encour- 
aged. Such is the universal testimony. 
And, then. there are some who have been 
led to a knowledge of the truth as it is 
in Jesus.

Professor Russell is the founder of the 
sect which believes that the Millenium 
is now at hand and that the spirit of 
Christ is in the world at this time. 

In his address yesterday he showed in 
a clear, pointed way the beliefs of his 
sect, bringing out clearly his belief in re- 
gard to the presence of Christ in the 
world at this time. 

The large audience listened intently to 
his words during the entire discourse. 

He spoke in part as follows: 

What the Pastor Said. 
topic discussed was ‘Millennial 
and Prospects,’ based upon the 
text, The whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now 
waiting for the manifestation of the sons 
of God,“ Roman viii,) 19-22. 

The text, the speaker pointed out, ap- 
plied to the world of mankind in gen- 
eral and its hopes to be fulfilled in open- 
ing of 
thousand years, detailed in the twentieth 
chapter of Revelation, in which Satan 
would be restrained and the nations up- 
lifted and blessed. He applied to this 
future period the expressions of the 
Lord’s prayer, “Our Father who are in 
heaven, hallowed by Thy name; Thy 
kingdom come, Thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven,“ and pointed 
out that the sentiments of the prayer 
have never yet been realized in full. Al- 
though a fair proportion of the world’s 
population enjoys many comforts and 
some luxuries, yet all realize that the 
golden age of immunity from trouble and 
distress is yet in the future, in a time 
when sorrow, suffering, dying, shall have 
given place to joy. freedom from pain and 
fullness of life. Nevertheless, the world 
what the glories of the future shall 
be. At present a clear conception of 
in general has but a dim conception of 
what God’s purpose is, for the world in 
general is confined to those who have 
faith to accept the teachings of the Scfip- 
ture wherein is made clear God's pro- 
visions for mankind sand onl, those 
properly realize that the present period 
of sorrow will cease ultimately in ever- 
lastimg peace through the establishment 
of God’s own kingdom of righteousness. 

The speaker suggested that the millen- 
nium will be the great Sabbath day of 
rest and refreshment, six thousand years 
of sin being followed by the seventh 
theusand years of righteousness, and 
that the Scriptures speak of the former 
as a night time, followed by the glorious 
day of light. So the prophet David said, 
“Weeping may endure for a night; joy 
cometh in the morning.” In the present 
night time the Christian has the lamp 
(the Scriptures) for his guidance, but 
in the future age, when those who have 
been faithful to the Lord in the present 
time of evil and opposition, are glorified 
in His kingdom, they shall constitute a 
great light for the profit and blessing 
ar the world. Then shall the righteous 
shine forth as the sun in the kingdom 
of their Father.” This signified. accord- 
ing to the speaker, that the faithful ones 
of this time will be given special powers, 
as associates with Christ, in the admin- 
istration of the millennial blessings to 
the world, scatterfifg darkness, ignor- 
ance, misery and death, and lifting 8 
the poor and needy, in mental and mora 
ways as well as physically. These bless- 
ings are characterized in the Scriptures 
as “restitution” favors, and the speaker 
cited Acts iii, 19-21, in support of his 
thought that Christ and His church 
would accomplish this work at His sec- 
ond advent. In this text the apostle

For nine- 
tenths of humanity to suffer to all eter- 
rity would be a blot upon the divine char- 
acter which mercy ko the remainder could 
rever compensate.” He deprecated the 
present tendency to throw away tne 
Scriptures because they were assumed 
to be the source of this awful theory, 
and offered freely a pamphlet examining 
every text of Scripture which seemed to 
Support the doctrine of torture, and 
showing its proper and harmonious sig- 
nificance in connection with the remain- 
dér of the word. ; 

Much stress was laid upon the fact that 
Jesus Christ came to be the propitiation 
for sin, and the declaration of Scripture 
that it was His death, and not eternal 
suffering, which constitutes the release 
to those who believe on Him. The gos- 
pel age (a period intervening between 
Christ's sacrifice and His second ad- 
vent), was shown to be the time for se- 
lecting the kingdom class which will be 
associated with the Lord Jesus in the 
future work of blessing the world in 
general, and he quoted the text, “Know 
ye not that the saints shall judge the 
world?“ In order to perfect this class 
it is permited to have special trials and 
difficulties, in common with the world in 
general, that through these, under God's 
grace, they may be specially fitted and 
prepared for the special honors which 
will be theirs in the kingdom. These 
are the “sons’’ of God for whose shining 
forth the world waits and longs, although 
ignorant of the exact nature of the con- 
ditions they long for. The speaker 
claimed that it was this class which 
was referred to when God intimated to 
Abraham that a future blessing was in 
his plan: In thy seed shall all the fam- 
ilies of the earth be blessed.“ and drew 
attention to the Apostle Paul’s applica- 
tion of the matter, when he said, “If 
ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham's 
seed, and heirs according to the prom- 
ise. Gallations iii, 16-28. Various pro- 
phetical statements indicative of the 
character of the blessing to be bestowed 
by this ‘seed’ class were considered. 
lsaiah's prophecy: 

„rhe wilderness shall blossom as the 
rose; streams shall break forth in the 
deseft, and the solitary places shall be 
made glad.“ “The knowledge of the 
Lord shall fill the whole earth as the 
waters cover the sea.“ None shall need 
say unto his neighbor, know thou the 
Lord, for all shall know Him, from the 
least unto the greatest.“ Daniel's por- 
trayal of the beastly governments of this 
present evil world and their supplanting 
by a government of righteousness— a 
stone cut out of the mountain without 
hands, which filled the whole earth. And 
the kingdom under the whole heaven 
shall be given unto the: saints of the 
Most High, and they shall possess it for- 
ever.“ 
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The pastor, Rev. W. H. MeGlaufiin, 
D.D., preached twice yesterday. The 
night sermon was the third of the series 
on “Warnings Against Sin.“ and was 
from Matthew xii. 31, 322 Therefore I 
say unto you, every sin shall be for- 
given unto man but the blasphemy 
against the Spirit shall not be forgiven; 
and whosoever shall speak a word against 
the Son of Man it shall be forgiven him, 
but whosoever shall speak against the 
Holy Spirit, it shall mot be forgiven him, 
neither in this world nor in that which 
is to come.” Dr. McGlauflin said in 

rt: 

915 the two preceding sermons of this 
course it has been noted that the texts 
were warnings against sins of omission, 
In the parable of the sheep and the 
goats, those put on the left hand and sent 
away to the Eonian punishment had sim- 
ply been indifferent to the necds cf the 
hungry, the naked and the sick. So 
also the rich man tormented in the flame 
was suffering because he had failed to ao 
what was his obvious duty in the relief 
of the poor beggar at his door. Thus daes 
the Bible warn against indifference to 
duty and made very plain that ‘he who 
knoweth to do good and doeth it not, 
to him it is sin.“ Experience gives em- 
phasis In the same direction. Doing noth- 
ing with the hand, it withers. The mind 
unexercised weakens. An unused con- 
science degenerates, Out in the world of 
nature the same law applies. Do nothing 
with vour farm and you will have no 
harvest but weeds. Neglect your orchard, 
you have less fruit, poorer fruit and at 
last no fruit, and so invite famine to 
be your guest. 

“The text for tonight, however, pre- 
sents for consideration a sin of commis 
sion, It was an attempt on the part of 
the adversaries of ‘the Master to destroy 
His usefulness in the community by ttrn- 
ing the populace against him through 
false charges. They attributed a base 
spirit and motive to His good deed. Jesus 
had cast out a ‘devil’ from a certain 
man and restored him to health. The 
erowd saw and heard the evidence and 
yet attributed an evil purpose. They said 
he was in league with ‘Beelzebub, the 
prince of devils." It was a remark simi- 
lar to those made on many another occa- 
sion when in the presence of His gracious 
works, one passer would say: ‘Can any 
good thing come out of Nazareth?’ An- 
other: ‘He ts only a carpenter.” An- 
other: ‘He is a wine bibber and a glut- 
ton.’ 

No wonder Jesus said in reply to such 
things: ‘You are like white sepulchers, 
fair upon the surface but within full of 
rottenness and dead men’s bones. You 


and destroy. You have sinned against 
the Holy Spirit and every other sin is 
more easily forgiven than this. Yea, 
every sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven 
unto man but the blasphemy against the 
Holy Spirit shall not be forgiven, neither 
in this world nor that which is to come.’ 

“The saddest of it all is that tais sin 
was committed by religious people. The 
men who made this false accusation were 
not Sabbath breakers; they were not Sa- 
maritans; they did not consider them- 
selves. skeptics or infidels. No, they made 
long prayers; they kept the Sabbath day; 
they sat in Moses’ seat and taught peo- 
ple and they paid tithes. Yet they com- 
mitted the greatest sin of all.

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“While the text does not mean, neither 
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nor in the age to come; that is, this 
Jewish age of dispensation, or the Chris- 
tian age of dispensation, in which we 
are today living. Nor it is meant to indi- 
cate that some sins are beyond God's 
grace—not so. Where sin abounds, grace 
does much more abound, always and 
everywhere. Nevertheless, the form of 
Statement is a Hebfaism which indicates 
the greatness of the thing noted. For 
example, when Solomon would show the 
greatness of instruction he says ‘receive 
not silver, but récelve my instruction.’ 
Also, when Jesus wished to emphasize 
the value of the bread of life, he says, 
‘Labor not for the meat which perisheth, 
but for that which endureth unto eter- 
nal life.“ In the one case, although Solo- 
mon said ‘receive not silver,’ he did not 
mean it as an absolute prohibition, and 
when Jesus said ‘labor not for the meat 
which perisheth' He had no thought of 
paralyzing industry. In such instances 
the negative is always presented, not as 
a prohibition, but to lend emphasis to 
the positive statement with which it is 
accompanied. In the case of our text, 
therefore, it is that all other sins are 
more easily forgiven than this against 
the Holy Spirit, and the reason of it is 
most obvious. It is because it is the last 
Sin of all to be repented of. God may 
be able, willing and anxious here as else- 
where, but forgiveness waits upon re- 
pentance. We have illustrations of the 
same fact in the world today. A religious 
man very glibly makes the charge 
against another that he is ‘in league 
with the devil; that ‘his religion is of 
the devil;’ that he is leading his con- 
verts’ to that same mythical prince of 
darkness, Therefore, ‘the sin against the 
Holy Spirit,’ which is attributing a bad 
intent to a good deed performed in the 
spirit of the Highest, is constantly being 
committed, and it is committed 
in almost every instance by peo- 
ble who regard themselves and their 
as elected of God, These solemn words 
of Jesus constitute a terrible warning 
to all who ignorantly and maliciously 
speak evil of those who are doing good 
as God shows them the way. ‘But My 
grace, saith the Lord, is sufficient unto 
thee.’ Repentance brings forgiveness 
always and everywhere. As Jesus said, 
‘He who denieth Me before man, him 
will I deny before My Father who is in 
heaven.’ Yet, when Peter, who had de- 
nied Him thrice and cursed and swore 
that he never knew Him, was melted to 
repentance, how quickly was he forgiven 
of the Master. 

But let it be remembered that forgive- 
nes does not remove punishment. For- 
giveness removes the barrier between 
the soul and its God; therefore it yields 
a sense of peace, of security, and im- 
parts strength to endure. But punish-. 
ment inevitably follows sin. The. modes 
may be various, outward or inward, and 
the full measure of the result may be 
Jong deferred, yet it cannot be eliminated. 
Just how sinners are to be punished, the 
way in which God will take to reach the 
conscience and to stir up the fires of re- 
morse and regret, we may not always 
know, but if we blaspheme the Holy 
Spirit which operates in other men who 
follow after the light as God has shown 
it to them, we may be very sure that 
our sin will find us out. Therefore, let us 
guard against this sin, remembering that 
All souls that struggle and aspire, 

All hearts of prayer by Thee are lit. 
And dim or clear Thy tongues of fire 

On dusky tribes and centuries sit.“ 
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At St. Mark church the morning ser- 
mon was by Dr. Charles E. Dowman, 
presiding elder of the Atlanta. district, 
from the text, John xxl, 15: “Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
these?“ He said in part: 

The interview given in the twenty- 
first chapter of John seems to have been 
designed especially for the benefit of 
Peter. Three great points show in the 
book of John: 1, The Son of God before 
His incarnation.” 2. Tue forerunner of 
the Christ, John the Baptist, and 3. The 
Christ Himself manifest in the flesh. 
These appear in the prologue. There are 
in the epilogue three corresponding 
points: 1. The risen Christ. 2. The love 
of His disciples for Him, and 3. The 
promise of Christ’s second coming. The 
questions were propounded to Peter there 
and then, although seeming repetition. 
Do vou love Me more than these? These 
what? No matter, whether the fishing 
tackle of Peter or the fish caught, or the 
things of life, business, banks or what- 
ever may be now receiving the energies 
of the lives of the people. It may have 
meant the brethren and associates. God 
does not want us to love our fellows any 
less, but to love Him more. It doubtless 
meant, Do you love Me more than these 
love Me? Peter's humble answer shows 
that the pompous assurance of a few 
days before had become as nothing in 
the light of Peter's fall and denial of his 
Lord. ‘Lord, thou knowest I love Thee’ 
There is no longer any comparison be- 
tween himself and the others. 

“The Greek original shows the word 
agapao in the first question, a word of 
intellect. Peter’s answer was in the word 
‘philo’ for love. The repeated question 
and answer use the same two words. The 
third question of the Lord uses philo in 
Peter’s own language and shows that 
Jesus presses home the question to make 
Peter sure of himself in his replies. 
Every confession of love that Peter made 
was followed by a commission. ‘Feed 
My lambs,’ ‘be a shepherd unto My 
flock,’ ‘feed My sheep.’ Every revela- 
tion made to us, every new and valuable 
experience we have lays upon us more 
duties and more opportunities for our 
work in increasing the Lord’s kingdom 
on earth. With every blessing we re- 
ceive, with every néw insight into the 
life and purpose of the Christ, with 
every new impartation of strength and 
comfort from the Lord we receive new 
call and duty to fulfill His will. Fvery 
wrestling by the brook Jabbok, every 
new Bethel where we have visions of the 
angels will wider setise of duty 
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only love that will hold us to a life of 
fidelity, sacrifice and service. Not a dead 
and buried Christ still within the sealed 
tomb where He had been placed after 
His death on the Roman cross can in- 
spire out zeal. But the living, risen 
Christ who left the grave empty in Jo-

He can awake 
and hold our love and give us joy in His 
service.

At the close of the sermon a commutu- 
nion service was held at which nearly 
every one present partook of the ele- 
ments.

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At Moore Memorial church yesterday 
morning, Dr. A. R. Holderby, the pastor, 
preached from the text, Matthew xxi, 19: 
„And presently the fig tree withered 


Away.“ 

Dr. Holderby said in substance: 

„Our Lord, before this, had spoken the 
parable of the fruitless fig tree, and in 
this miracle we have the parable acted. 
This is the only recorded instance where 
Jesus ever wrought a miracle of destruc- 
tion. He cursed the fig tree and caused 
it to wither away. All other miracles of 
cur Lord were miracles of mercy. 

“The fig tree was a type of the Jewish 
church. It was the type, also, of the 
church of today. The people and nation 
of the Jews had had peculiar advantages 
und made great pretensions. Much, there- 
fore, was expected of them. They were 
bearing only the leaves of profession and 
were not bringing forth fruit. God ex- 
pects His church to bear fruit. He ex- 
pects every one who makes a professlon 
of Christianity to bear fruit. Religion is 
something more than a profession, There 
must be the fruit. bearing or .the religion 
is worthless, it is vain. That which is 
fruitless is worthless: The church that 
does not bear fruit is under the curse of 
God, and it will presently wither away. 

“How many churches there are today 
like the barren fig tree, withered and 
blighted. Many of them are beautiful to 
look upon. Nothing but leaves. They 
stand on the roadside like the fig tree and 
the passing crowd see the tinsel and show, 
but they see no fruit. The leaves of pro- 
fession are beautiful, but they do not 
satisfy the world. And if profession does 
not satisfy the world, surely it will not 
satisfy Christ. True, it is the world 
may be deceived by a mere external show 
of religion, but God cannot be deceived. 
He knows the real from the false. 

“The great trouble with the church to- 
day is that it is doing so little. It is 
not bearing the fruit which the Master 
expects to find. Christ asks of every 
church the question, “Where is your 
fruit? What are you doing? “I see the 
leaves of your profession,” He says, but 
where is the fruit? Your profession is 
all right, your creed is all right, your 
worship is beautiful, but there is no 
fruit.“ And so, also, it is of many an in- 
dividual Christian life. Nothing but 
leaves. Many a man in the church gives 
the promise of bearing fruit, and yet his 
life is only a profession, His creed is all 
right. He is sound and orthodox in his 
life, but he is bearing no fruilt. 

“The saddest of all sights is a barren 
Christian life. It is sad because that life 
is under the curse of the disappointed 
Christ, and it is doomed to wither away. 
A fruitless life is a withered life. A 
fruitless church is a withered church. 
And up and down this world there are 
withered churches. Some of them have 
enjoyed great advantages. They have 
had every opportunity for bearing fruit, 
and yet have borne no fruit. 

“When God discovers that a church or 
a Christian will not bear fruit, then does 
He cause the barren tree to wither away 
and the command that no fruit shall grow 
on it henceforth, forever, will be given. 

“Let us notice that our Lord was 
hungry for the fruit. It was in the morn- 
ing when He came from Bethany, and 
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discovered there was no fruit on the 
tree.

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RECEIPTS SHOW 
BIG INCREASE 


Alabama Proving Inviting 
Field for Insurance Com- 
panies’. Operations, 


Montgomery, Ala., April 5.—(Special.)— 
The receipts of the insurance department 
under the management of Insurance Com 
missioner Ned McDavid will be increased 


this year over or about $10,000. 

The receipts of the office have grad- 
ually increased from $39,000 per annum In 
1899—four years ago—to $71,000 in 1905, and 
will probably reach over eighty thousand 
before the fiscal year closes. 

Insurance Commissioner McDavid 18 
very much gratified over the increasing 
business of his office. 

Increased receipts,” said Commission- 
er McDavid to a correspondent of The 
Constitution, “means increasing prosper- 
ity of our people and the insurance com- 
panies. It shows that Alabama is an in- 
viting field for insurance companies, and 
it shows that our people are able to in- 
crease (their insurance. 

“Up to April 1 the receipts of the office 
had been $7,000 more than they were last 
year, and I believe before the seas %n 
closes they will be fully $10,000 more. 

Insurance companies pay all of this 
amount into the state treasury. It is 
collected directly from the companies 
doing business in the state. First, they 
are required to pay for each agent repre- 
renting the company $3.50 for 1 per cent 
on every premium collected, and $i0l. for 
each company. 

“The company paid for its agents alone 
up to April, $11,000. Four year’ ago ihe 
companies paid for agents only $6,000. 
The increase, therefore, is not alone tor 
agents nor for the increased number of 
companies doing business in this state, 
but from the amount of premiums col- 
lected by the company. The total re- 
ceipts of this department this year wiil 
fall little less than 85,000. 

The insurance department of the state, 
it will be seen, is growing in importance, 
and the receipts next year mav reach 
$100,000. Its receipts now almost equal
